HE DUBS HIS OPPONENTS 
«PEANUTPOLITICIANS” 


Cannon Says the _ Insurgents 
‘Have Been Indulging’ in 
“Tommyrot”---He Declares 
That as Soon as He Ceases to 
, Represent Will of Majority in 
” House His Name Will Be 
“Dennis.” 


‘New Orleans, La. October 30.— 
Speaker Cannon uttered defiance to his 
enemies, the insurgents, tonight, and 
declared that the recent attacks upon 
him were “peanut politics” and “tom- 
myrot.” 

The setting for the speaker's gladia- 
torial entrance was picturesque. He 
stood on the stage of the Athenaeum, 
where President Taft had appeared a 
few hours earlier to advocate water- 
Ways improvements. Within a few feet 
ef Speaker Cannon was apugilistic ring, 
set up for the use of a pair of boxers, 
who were to entertain the crowd a lit- 
tle later. 

In the wings nearby, In their ab- 
breviated skirts, sat three or four 
dancers, who were also to take. part 
fin the program. . The occasion was-' a 
emoker arranged by the business men 
of. New Orleans for the amusement of 
the genators, congressmen, governors 
and other distinguished visitors to the 
waterways convention. — 

Giant Gavel and Huge Cigar. 

Just before the speaker rose to his 
feet in response to loud yells of “Can- 
non,” he was handed.a gavel as large 
as a croquet mallet, and a cigar that 
looked like a fence rail. 

“This,” he began, swinging the great 
gavel over his head, “might be called 
a maul. If it were fn the hands of a 
presiding officer, would represent the 
authority of the majority—the author- 
ity of the house of representatives of 
vour city council, Mr. Mayor (address- 
ing his remark to Mayor Behrmann) 
of whichever deliberative body you 
will. The moment that the man who 
holds the gavel ceases to represent 
the will of the majority, his name is 
‘Dennis.’ ‘ 

“Tommyrot,” Says Cannon. 

“There has been a whole lot of fool- 
ishness, of tommyrot, indulged in by a 
few fellows of the minority, who have 
not been able to swing the majority— 
fellows who have said that if we stood 
still we were blessed, and if we moved

RIVERS MUST BE USED 
TO. RELIEVE RAILROADS 


Taft Declares That Amount of 
Traffic to Be Carried Neces- 
sitates Improvement of 
Rivers and He Favors Bond 
Issue to Do the Work---Sug- 
gests a Plan. 


La., Octeber 30.—With 
President Taft deciaring himself 
squarely in favor of a bond_issue for 
the department of the country’s inland 
waterways and the governors of twen- 
ty-one states voicing assurance of 
with the move- 
ment for such improvement, the first 
day of the Lake-to-the-Gulf Deep Wa- 
terways Convention was characterized 
by much enthusiasm. It was af- 
ter nightfall when the last of the gov- 
ernors had been heard and the conven- 
tion hall was emptied of the hundreds 
of delegates. 

Owing to the fact that much of the 
n.orning program had to be moved for- 
ward, owing to several hours’ delay in 
the opening of the convention, it was 
decided postpone the address of 
Gifford Pinchot. chief forester of the 
United States, until Monday. 

At Monday's session many members 
of the large congressional delegation 
in attendance will make brief addresses 
in addition to the speakers, including 
Secretary of War Dickinson and 
Speaker Cannon, whose names appear 
on the: program, 

The arrival of the president at the 
waterways convention was the. 
signal for an outburst of applause. 

The delegates and visitors sprang 
to their feet, matiy mounted their 
chairs in order to get @ better view of 
the bowing, smiling big'man; who was. 
working his way through the double 
line of secret service men and police 
officers. He stood on the platform a 
moment, greeting President Kava- 
naugh, of the waterways association, 
and then bowed his appreciation of 
the applause. 

Yale Yells for Taft. 

President Kavanaugh présented him 
with a handsome gold badge and then 
introduced Governor Sanders, of Louis- 
jana, who in turn introduced the pres- 
ident. The applause broke out again / 
and was reinforced with some vigorou 
Yale yells. When it died away, oro 
dent Taft commenced his address. 

The president began by naving a 
little fun regarding the trip down the 
river. He said the dangers grew 
great, had all been run and that the 
fleet had come through without the 
loss of a single man. Mr. Taft taunted 
the congressmen and Overnors§ for 
having resorted to the eels rt de- 
fyvice cf land transportation at one 
stage of the journey. He paid a trib- 
ute to the city of New Orleans and 
the hospitality of her people and taen 
turned to a serious discussion of the 
Mississippi, saying he hoped the pres- 
«bt voyage and convention would 
make an epoch in the improvement of 
the waterway. 

The president declared that no prog- 
ress had been made in river navigation 
in thig country in the” last forty or 
fifty. years. The waterways of the 
country, Mr. Taft declared, must be 
used eventually to carry the bulk of 
heavy merchandise.

The Ohio river improvement 
will cost $63,000,000. 
that he also favored bonds for all other 
improvements, including the Mississip- 
pi, just as soon as a feasible project 
can be decided upon and can be shown 
to be necessary. and justifiable. The 
Ohio river gives thes bulk of business 
to the Mississippi, the president de- 
clared, and every improvement of a 
tributary tended to increase the valud 
ot the great water highway to the 
gulf. Reh sins ; 

president told of the improve- 
ments to the Mississippi on the way 
down, especially in protecting the 
banks from a further sloughing off at 
the outside of the bends. The engi- 
neers say they need $2,000,000 more a 
year to carry on this beneficial work 
as it aught to be carried on, and that 
it was a shame congress did not give 
it to them. 

In conclusion, President Taft declared 
that the time for oratory was past 
and that it was now time to get down 
to brass tacks. He said: 

“It is now up to you, gentlemen, to 
decide what you want, what it wil! 
cost, how long it will take and what 
the result will be. Once that is done, 
you can command, not ask.” 

He paid a compliment to the women 
of New Orleans and predicted that if 
the delegates to the convention remain- 
ed here two or three days they would 
forget that there was such a thing as 
a river. 


Taft on Waterways. 


In his address to the waterways 
convention President Taft said, in part: 

“T ask you what progress has been 
made in the last thirty or forty years 
in reference to river improvement? 

“Now we have reached a point where 
Wwe are bound to use those because the 
amount that is required to be carried 
will necessitate it. In Germany and in 
foreign countries, to which we are 
pointed to show what can be done 
with river navigation, there the g0ov- 
ernment exercises control and says 
that with respect to the rates certain 
of them shall be such on the river 
that bulky merchandise must g0 that 
way. What do we say? Why, we 
say to the railroads, ‘If you will only 
arrange your rates s0 as to compete 
with the river, we will permit you to 
make them so a8 to drive the river out 
of business. Now, that is what has 
been” done, and while the river has 
served the purpose of regulating rates 
to a certain extent and reducing asm, 
it nevertheless has not exercised tha 
power and that influ 
if it were actually used 
pose. 

Government Lines on River.

Manchester, Ga., October 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Official announcement was re- 
ceived here today from Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic officials that} 
actual work will begin Monday or 
Tuesday On the new $100,000 general 
shops to be located here for the At- 
lanta and Birmingham divisions. The 
shops will employ between 50 and 100 
skilled mechanics, and will undoubted- 
ly add several hundred new citizens to 
the rapidly growing metropolis of 
Meriwether. 

Another big industrial announce- 
ment comes from the Manchester mills 
to the effect that the $600,000 plant at] 
this place will be completed about 
December 1, and will begin operations 
then to supply orders it has taken to 
be. delivered in February. 

The beginning of operations at the 
mills will bring several hundred new 
inhabitants te Manchester, and these, 
with the present population and those 
to come for the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic shops, will swell the 
total population of this city to more 
than 2,000.

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In the presence of a large and ue] 
tured audience, the “Anne Wallace” 
branch of the Carnegie library, located 
at the corner of Luckie street and Mer- 
ritts avenue, last night had its official 
opening and housewarming.

Mrs. Howland Present. - 

An honored guest of the occasion was 
Mrs. Max Howland, of New York, 
formerly Miss Anne Wallace, through 
whose efforts Mr. Carnegie was in- 
duced to appropriate $30,000 for branch 
libraries in Atlanta. 

The exercises were 
prayer by Rev. A. R. Holderby, the 
well-known minister.

In accepting the building in behalf 
of the city, Mayor Pro Tem. Pomeroy 
paid a tribute to Mrs. Howland, to the 
board of trustees, to the ward citizens 
who pushed the movement, and to Miss 
Rankin and her corps of assistants. 

Councilman Winn formerly § intro- 
duced Edna and Evelyn Payne, two lit- 
tle tots, who suggeste@ that the 
branch library be named for Mrs. 
Howland. 

The inspection of the new building, 
following the formal exercises, proved 
to be a feature of the evening that 
could not be overlooked. Miss Louise 
Smith, the librarian, assisted by Miss 
Rankin, of the main building, officiated 
at this inspection. When the logs in

OF NEW BRANCH LIBRARY 
PRESIDENT FOREMAN SPEAKS 


President R. L. Foreman, of the li- 
brary board, made the following 
speech last night at the opening of 
the “Anne Wallace” branch: 

“It seems strange that standing as 
we do in the dawn of the twentieth 
century, it should be necessary to de- 
fend or justify the library as an im- 
portant practical part of our educa- 
tional system, but the fact remains 
that many of our citizens and some of 
our city fathers are still skeptical on 
this point. Not long ago a member of 
council said to a friend of mine, ‘Look 
here, we don’t want to be borrowing 
any more of Carnegie’s money at 20 
per cent interest. When my friend 
asked what he.meant, he said. ‘Well, 
Carnegie let us have $100,000 to build 
a library and now he is asking the 
city to appropriate $20,000 a year to 
run it, and if that isn’t charging us 
20 per cent for his money, I would like 
to know why. It never seems to have 


} occurred to this financial genius that 


if we are going to take our place 
among the other progressive cities of 
the country we would have had to build 
a library anyhow, and but for Mr, 
Carnegie’s generosity the city would 
have had to pay for the building and 
its equipment, which cost $145,000 in- 
stead of $100,000, and we would have 
had to support it wesides.

The 
parent institution is rendering splendid 
service to some 25,000 citizens, who 
take out for their home use in the 
course of the year over 200,000 books, 
besides a hundred thousand people 
who use the reference and magazine 
rooms, but there are many who, for one 
reason or another, have not been able 
to avai] themselves of these privileges, 
Other cities the size of Atlanta have 
found it expedient to build branch li- 
braries for the greater convenience of 
its citizens. and through the kindness 
of.Mr. Carnegie we are now making the 
experiment in Atlanta. 

“Tt has been said that all the people 
who want books can go to the main 
building.

NEW COMMISSION 
IN HOT WATER 


Criticism of Judge Evels 
Being Resented. 


New County Commission of 

Richmond County Being Crit- 
icised on Several Scores---Cit- 
izens Want the Tuberculosis 
Camp to Remain. 


Augusta, Ga., October 30.—(Special.} 
The new county commission has been 
in hot water very nearly ever since 
they took charge of the affairs of the 
county on the first of the month. They

SYRIANS OBJECT: 
TO YELLOW BRAND 


Decline to Be Classed as 
Inferior Race. 


Naturalization Question May 
Go ta State Department. 
Chief Campbell Has , Been 
Writing, Advising That 
Judges Be Urged to Accept 
His View of the Syrians.

Washington, October 30.—The Syrians 
in the United States who believe that 
they are threateneq with being forced 
by the bureau of immigration and 
naturalization of the department of 
commerce and labor into the position 
of an inferior race, on a par with the 


|Chinese, have brought thgir appeal to 


Washington, and are at the point of 
submitting their case as one of inter- 
national importance to the state de- 
partment. 

Dr. Justin S. Kirreh, of New York, 
is in Washington, in this behalf, and 
has succeeded in enlisting the inter- 
est of Acting Secretary Huntington 
Wilson, Assistant Secretary Adee and 
Counselor Henry M. Hoyt, of the state 
department, whom he saw today. 

Campbell Objects to Court. 

An important development in the 
matter was the production tonight of 
a letter written on October 27 by 
Richard Campbell, chief of the bureau 
of naturalization, to United States At- 
torney Chariton R. Beattie, at New 
Orleans, suggesting that he refrain 
from bringing naturalization cases af- 
fecting Syrians “before courts, etc., 
whose policy indicates its probable de- 
cision, contrary to that entertaianed 
by this office, especially in view of the 
fact that I have been unable to satisfy 
vou, who would have to represent the 
government in these cases, that the 
construction contended for is the true 
one.” 

In another letter, Mr. Campbell says: 

“T should like very much to have 
this aspect of the case brought, if 
only in a conversational way, to the 
attention of the judges. Perhaps if 
they realize that action in a court with 
the views that I have expressed, af- 
fords the only practical means of plac- 
ing any general limitation of privi- 
leges upon the coming citizens of the 
United States, they will not be reluct- 
ant. since they must all know of the 
problems that are involved in assimi- 
lating peoples of widely divergent 
racial origin.” ’ 

He Wants Courts to Follow Him. 

Mr. Campbell! argues in his letter 
that should the courts generally adopt 
the view expressed by the division of 
naturalization and should that view be 
contrary to the popular will, that will 
may easily find expression through a 
future legislation extending the right 
to become naturalized to Asiatics of 
the so-called Indo-European type. 

“If, on the other hand,” Mr. Camp- 
bell goes on to state, “the courts over- 
rule the opinion that I have formed 
and admit Hindus, Turks, Arabs, Syr- 
ians, Persians and other Asiatics, and 
the people of the United States object 
to such a free interpretation of the 
words ‘white persons’ as will add these 
peoples to the citizenship of the United 
States, it will be a very difficult mat- 
ter, and certainly a very embarrassing 
one, for congress to find the means to 


‘ give expression to this feeling’”’ 


Mr. Campbell suggests to Mr. Beat- 
tie that the government should oppose 
consideration of a petition filed by an 
Asiatic and that if this petition is ulti- 
mately upheld by the court's proceed- 
ings could be instituted to cancel cer- 
tificates already issued. 

He Calls Them Yellow. 

In other letters on the same sub- 
jects to other United States attorneys, 
which came to light tonight, Mr. 
Campbell appears to have argued at 
length that a Turk or Syrian could 
be assigned to the yellow race as 
clearly as the Chinaman or a Korean. 

from Minnesota and Wisconsin 
comes worg that considerable numbers 
of Syrians have been naturalized, and 
have been denied participation in pri- 
mary elections, and that mass meet- 


' ings have been held there to protest 


against the interpretation of the law 
by the department of commerce and 
labor. 

Acting Secretary McHarg, of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, said 
tonight that the department’s position 
in the matter was simply this: 

“According to its rules of guidance 
in such cases, these people are not 
white within the meaning of the nat- 
uralization law. If the department is 
wrong, then the-proper place to de- 
cide the question is in the courts, 
which alone are competent to au- 
thoritatively determine whether or not 
the law is being correctly construed.” 

Mr. Campbell tonight admitted the 
authenticity of the letters attributed 
to him, but declared that the matter 
was one not for the department, but 
for the courts.

Mexico City, October 30.—The scarcity 
of provisions is a problem which the 
rellef committees and state authort- 
ties of Tobasco are now facing as a re- 
sult of the disastrous flood tn that dis- 
trict. Owing to having to feed hun- 
dreds of poor from the tinterto?, the 
supplies of the houses in a. number of 
cities have been nearly exhausted, and 
high prices are ruling for all the ne- 
cessities of ‘life. ' 

The committees are going through 
the main streets of the river cities in 
canoes and steam launches, carrying 
supplies. More than 5,000 are being 
fed daily by the authorities. 

Large quantities of ‘oil are being 
thrown on the waters to prevent dis- 
ease. An unusual effect of the storm 
has been to bring many deer, wild 
boar and other animals downy from the 
| mountains, and little or no resistance 
has been offered in their capture. 
Many families have thus been saved 
from suffering or hunger.

PELLAGRA DECREASES 
IN INSANE HOSPITALS 


Only a Few Cases of the Dis- 
ease Now at the Illinois 
Asyluims. 


Chicago, October 30.—Pellagra. the 
nation’s new disease. which developed 
a scare in the corn belt, is beginning 
to disappear in the insane hospitals 
at Dunning and Elgin, where it flour- 
ished during the summer months. Only 
a few cases are being treated at these 
institutions. 

At Dunning four patients are now 
afflicted with pellagra. <A _ total 
twenty-six patients were treated there 
Since the disease first was discovered. 
four of whom died. In the other 
twelve cases, the malady has subsided. 
At Elgin only two cases remain. 

The approach of winter igs believed 
to be the cause of the disappearance of 
the disease. Doctors studying pella- 
fra at the two hospitals are unable 
to state positively whether the disap- 


pearance of the disease is temporary 


or permanent.

The above is a conservative estimate 
of the value of the agricultural prod-, 
ucts of Sumter county for the year! 
1909. 

At the rate the county is developing, 
it is but a matter of a few years when 
the value of its agricultural products 
will aggregate a coo] $5,000,000, mak- 
ing this one of the greatest agricul- 
tural counties of the United States. 

The farmers have greatly increased 
the average production of corn, oats 
and hay, and the above figures may not 
do full justice to the value of these 
crops in Sumter. 

Cotton, of course, is the great money 
crop of the county, yet it is by no 
means, as shown, and as weil known to 
Sumter county people, the only great 
crop of this county. 

The production of the county is 
placed at 35,000 bales, raised on about 
75.000 acres of land. 

In oats it is estimated that there was 


20,000 acres, which netted an average 


70 cents a buéhel, or $14 to the acre, a 
total value for that crop of $280,000. 
On this same oats land was grown 
a magnificent crop of hay. From the 
corn fields also came a heavy produc- 
tion of hay. Both are estimated as

equivalent to 30,000 acres producing a 


ton to the acre. worth $20 a ‘ton, or 
$600,000 for the hay crop of the county. 

Corn is the second greatest crop in 
the county in regards to acreage and 
value, coming directly after cotton. Ap- 
proximately 50,000 acres of corn was 
With the 
improved cultivation of the past two or 
three years, twenty bushels to the acre 
is regarded as a conservative statement 
of the yield, worth $1 a bushel, or a 
total valuation for the corn crop of 
Sumter of a cool one million dollars. 

To these four great crops of the 
county there must be added the peach 
crop, the sugarcane crop, with its thou- 
sands upon thousands of gallons of the 
finest Georgia syrup, the watermelon 
and cantaloupe crops, the potato and 
other vegetable crops, the poultry and 
other money producers of the farms of 
the county. The value given for the 
total of all agricultural production out- 
side of the four crops is regarded as 
none too excessive. 

It is estimated that about 175,000 
acres of land were under cultivation in 
the county. In the estimates made 
there was no -account taken of the 
thousands of little patches cultivated 
by the negroes for their home use, 
which, of course, are really a money el- 
ement in the life of the county, pro- 
viding this labor with some of the ne- 
cessities of Mfe directly at home.

Legality Is Questioned, 
Says Report. 


Current Rumor Says in Opinion 
Rendered to State Treasurer 
Pope Brown, Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart Holds That Many 
Branches Are Illegal. | 


The legality of establishing branch 
banks in Georgia is sorely questioned 
4n an Opinion which has been rendered 
by Attorney General Hart to State 
Treasurer J. Pope Brown, according to 
report current at the state capitol on 
Saturday. 

It hecame known there Friday that 
the attorney general had sent to 
Treasurer Brown an official decision, 
but owing to, the absence of the state 
treasurer f the city it was not 
Siven out there, nor would the at- 
torney general give !t out before it 
had been received and read by State 
Treasurer Brown. 

Nevertheless it is currently rumored 
that the point involved is whether a 
bank that is chartered as a state bank 
under the laws of Georgia, and is or- 
gainzed in one town, has the right to 
create a branch bank in a neighbor- 
ing city, giving it a separate name, 
separate officers, etc., with only one 
charter and one capital stock. 

It is understood that the attorney 
general has held that such a branch 
is illegal, as it does not warrant the 
depositors sufficient protection when 
the capita] stock of the one institu- 
tion must stang for both banks. 

It is reported that this does not 
apply to banks having branches for 
receiving deposits and the convenience 
of customers where the same name of 
the bank is retaineq at the'main bank 
and the branch, and where only one 
get of officers and directors is selected. 

The publication of this decision in 
full will in all probability be made .on 
Monday, when State Treasurer Brown 
is expected to return to the 
from Macon, where he has 
attendance upon‘the state 
progress there.

Twelve Outfalls Will Have In- 
tercepting Leading Sewers to 
Disposal Plants or Pumping 
Stations---Three Septic Tanks 
Will Dispose of the Sew- 
age. 


The ion herewith presents 
a map showing the outfalls of the 
main trunk sewers and how the sewage 
will be disposed of when the bonds 
are voted for and the plans of the en- 
gineers are carried out. 

It will be seen by carefully studying 
the map that the sewage over the en- 
tire city will be disposed of; that is, 
Atlanta will have a perfect system of 
sewerage, for not only willthe sewage 
be carried off from the present out- 
falls, but will be destroyed at three 
large disposal plants, so that it will 
no longer be a menace to the terri- 
tory through which the sewer branches 
flow. 

Under the plan there are to be three 
disposal plants or septic tanks, one on 
Peachtree creek to the north of the 
city, one on Intrenchment creek ot the 
southeast of the city, and a third on 
Proctor creek to the northwest of the 
city. 

There are two pumping — stations 
which will be used to convey the sew- 
age to points from where it can flow 
by gravity to one of the three disposai 
plants. The pumping stations serve 
to lessen the number of the septic 
tanks and thereby save cost and ex- 
pense. 

What the Map Shows. 

The map was carefully and correctly 
drawn in the office of the city espe- 
cially for the Constitution. It shows 
the new city limits, the sewer outfalis, 
the sewer branches or creeks, the dis- 
posal plants, the pumping stations, the 
proposed extension’of the sewer mains 
and the pump lines. 

The points on the map can be readily 
found by the location of Peachtree 
creek, Lakewood, the waterworks and 
Oakland City. 

The present sewer outfalls are 12 in 
number, and they will be found on the 
map as follows: 

Orme street going north; Butler 
street going north; Highland avenue 
going northwest; Boulevard going 
south; Grant Park going southeast; 
Loyd street going southeast; McDaniel 
Street going south to Lakewood; Ash- 
by street going southwest; Oglethorpe 
and Queen streets going south: West

The semi-centennial of the eman- 
cipation of the race in America affords an excellent opportunity for the 
white people of the southern states to extend to the law-abiding negro evi- 
dences of substantial encouragement if the fight he is making toward the 
| solution of his grave fundamental problems. 

The present and future salvation of the negro race lies in the hands 
of the patient, industrious, peaceable and law-respecting negro. It is his 
kind that has, in the half-century intervening since emancipation, wrought 
steadily and unremittingly at the task of self-development, enduring the 


handicap of often being confused with the lawless element and exerting his 
every etfort to preserve a basis of amity .and accord with or 


neighbor. 

It is this element of the negro.that most strikingly deserves thi support 
tof the southern people. We should most sharply differentiate befyeen his 
class and the stripe of worthless and inefficient negroes that bring reproach 
upon the race and that hamper every movement aimed at progress. 

As Booker Washington says, the south is pre-eminently the best frien@ 
to the negro, as well as the home of the overwhelming proportion of the 
race in America. It is likely to remain so.

GREAT NEGRO EXPOSITION 


To Celebrate the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Emancipa- 
tion of the Race. 


Editor Constitution: In 1913, four 
years from now, the negro will have 
been free fifty years. I have spoken 
with several southern white men and 
colored men, and all those with whom I 
have spo!-en have stated their belief 


that the anniversary of this event— 
which, in my opinion, was just as im- 
portant to the sonth, as a whole, as it 


| was to the negro—should be fittingly 


celebrated. 

At a recent meeting of the National 
Negro Business League at Louisville, 
Ky., it was proposed that I should take 
the first step in a movement for getting 
this celebration under way. Since that 
time a number of negro organizations 
and individuals have signified their in- 
terest in the proposed exposition, and 
repeated the wish that I should take 
the lead in the matter. To everyone 
who has asked me to lead or take a 
part in the task of organizing such a 
celebration, I have said that I would do 
so on condition that it have the sup- 
port, the good will and the cordial 
cooperation of southern white people, 
as well as northern white people, and 
of the negro race. 

I have stated further that it seemed 
to me that such an exposition should 
show, not merely the progress which 
the negro has made in freedom, but 
the progress he made before freedom 
came, in days of slavery. 

Without, at this time, going further 
into the details, the tremendous fact 
stands out that 10,000,000 of negroes in 
America, the greater part of whom 
have spent all their lives in the south- 
ern states, are, as a simple matter of 
fact, in material, educational, moral and 
religious advancement, a hundred years 
and more ahead of any similar group of 
negroes anywhere else in the world. All 
of the people, north and south, black 
and white, have had their part in 
bringing about this progress. Hence 
it seems fitting that such a celebration 
as is proposed should not only com- 
mand the sympathy of both black peo- 
ple and white people, but should rep- 
resent, in its results, their united ef- 

rts. 

Be believe it will be possible to have 
an exposition, representing the prog- 
ress of a whole race from barbarism to 
Christian civilization, which will aston- 
ish the world. 

I believe the time has come, 
when all the people of this country, 
black and white, north and south, are 
prepared to rejoice that slavery ig at 
an end. If such an exposition as I pot 
described should be held in celebrat a 
of this event, I would advocate rigger zs 
emphasis -should be placed on eggs 
things which have tended, not on tases 
freedom, but also in slavery, to up 
and Christianize the negro, upoD ee 
things which will show to the .

A few 
days ago George Rentz, of this city, 
cut up a third of an acre of land in 
this city into eight lots and sold them 
at auction. This one-third of an acre 
aggregated $6,500. Several of these 
lots have since changed hands at an 
increase of 20 percent over the orig- 
inal price paid. 

Eight years ago the acre lot from 
which this one-third acre was cut was 
bought for $2,500. and several years 
later sold for $3,500. 

These lots will probably be used 
for building sites for business houses.

“The report relative to the impor- 
tation. of Indian cotton by mills of 
South Carolina is a new feature in the 
game of bluff which the mills are play- 
ing, the stake being American grown 
cotton at the lowest possible cost. 
This is but another move by -the spin- 
ning world to reduce the price of our 
lint.” 

So says Henry S. Reed, 
The Cotton Journal. 

“India produces only from three mil- 
lion to five million bales, and to do 
this twenty-one million acres are em- 
ployed. The fiber of Indian cotton is 
very short, fine and not strong, being 
unfitted for use by American or Eng- 
lish mills. India requires all her grown 
cectton, and besides is the greatest buy- 
er of cotton goods in the world, with 
the exception, perhaps, of China. If the 
cotton from India could be used by 
the Occidental mills, England would be 
happy. However, of the more than 
three million bales used by Engignd 
last year, only sixty-eight tHousand 
came from the Orient. 

“Our people need not fear the In- 
dian cotton as a possible rival of 
Dixie’s cotton. The waste alone in 
manufacturing is said to be equal to 
thirty per cent. One would think ‘to 
read the report the mill men in South 
Carolina had made a great discovery 
which, if true, the spinners of the 
world and the cotton exchange people 
must indeed be Simple-minded. This 
undoubtedly is another form of bluffing 
rracticed by those who buy southern 
grown cotton, and is intended to weak- 
en the position of southern producers.”

Georgia Farmers Will! 
Get Most of the 
Money. 


By Charies A. Dancy. 

New Orleans. October 30.—(Special.) 
When Julv contracts in this market 
solid at 15.01 Thursday, 15-cent cotton 
Was no longer a dream. but a reality. 
The same dav dispatches were received 
from towns in Mississippi, stating that 
@veraze receipts of cotton were selling 
at 15 cents, fulfilling more quickly than 
expected the prediction made through 
the columns of The Constitution two 
weeks azo. in one of mv cotton dis- 
patches. that cotton would sell at 15 
eents by November 15. Several bullish 
factors have combined to bring about 
the sensational advance witnessed dur- 
ing the past week, perhaps the most 
important’ being the calling ot spot 
catton by Georgia and Alabama mills, 
which had contracts on hand made 4di- 
rect with farmers and interior spot 
dealers when the basis of cotton values. 
was from 2 to 4 cents a pound flower. | 
The Carolina mills also figured in the 
calling of cotton, but not to the extent 
of the mills in Georgia and Alabama. 
The full force of the demand from 
this source was felt at Augusta, where 
advances ranging from % to %c have 
been an almost daily occurrence. Au- 
gusta. in fact, has led all southern 
markets in the matter of quotations, 
middling cotton there being quoted at 
14% Thursday. when all other south- 
ern spot markets were ‘“%c to 9-16¢ 
lower No official quotations were re- 
ceived from Mississippi. but private ad- 
vices stated that average receipts: et 
certain points was bringing 15 cents, 
the urgencv of the demand én that 
quarter being attributed to New Eng- 
land mills calling for delivery of cot- 
ton contracted for with spot dealers 
some months ago. 

Port and Interior Quotations. 

In this connection a word of expla- 
nation may be in order regarding the 
fact that. apparently, the local spot 
market has. In some instances, been 
somewhat under the auotations of some 
of the interior markets and of a few 
of the ports. There are several rea- 
sons for this apparent difference in 
auotations. Last week I touched upon 
the fact that, under the new methods 
of buying spot cotton. the policy of 
the buvers representing the spinning 
interests is to buy as much as possti- 
ble in the interior. thereby concealing, 
in a measure. the demand for actual 
cotton. This naturally tends to lessen 
the demand at the ports, and explains 
partlv whv in New. Orleans. Savannah 
and Charleston auotations rule lower 
than the prices quoted at interior 
points. In the local market, @ much 
stricter clasification prevails than at 
any other market in the south, quota- 
tions here being based upon type 
standards furnished hv the United 
States government, which the spot com- 
mittee of the New Orleans Cotton 
Exchange must. consider when quot- 
ing the market. based upon actyal sale 
of spot cotton from factors’ tables. An- 
other fact to be considered in this con- 
nection is that the basis of middling 
Mere is upland cotton, which, ‘n an 
average crop year in the territory 
tributary to New Orleans. constitutes 
the bulk of the cotton received in this 
market. What is known as staple cot- 
ton. such as is raised in the Delta sec- 
tion of the Mississippi river and in the 
bottoms or lowlands, always commands 
a premium above Official quotations,’ 
the premium depending upon the 
scarcity of this class of cptton and the 
character of the demand for it. Poor 
crop conditions and the havoc wrought 
upon the open: fields bv the storms 
that have visited the belt this fall 
have all combined to increase the pre- 
mium upon Staple cotton. As a typi- 
cal instance of what staple cotton in 
this market is commanding, a local 
cotton firm reported the sale Thurs- 
day of 200 bales of the Pantherburn 
crop, 1% staple, at 25 cents a pound. 
This is said to be the highest price 
vet obtained this season for this char- 
acter of cotton. 

In considering. disparity between 
port and interior quotations, there is 
still another factor tm be reckoned 
with. and this is the one that has been 
the most pronounced featue of the sit- 
uation lately. Interior spot dealers 
who have made contracts with certain 
of the mills to deliver certain grades 
of cotton during October or November, 
as the case may be, and who are re- 
ceiving calls for the cotton, must se- 
eure this cotton promptly. Even though 
it might be vossible to buy cotton to 
fill their commitments in some of the 
big markets, the delay that would 
necessarily attend their purchasing the 
cotton in other markets, as well as 
the unwillingness of the holder of the 
buver’s end of the contract to accept 
any cotton that does not come up, in 
staple and body. toe the standard of 
the cotton raised in the locality where 
the contract was made, militates 
- gg@ainst vurchases being made by. the 
spot dealer in ather markets. In a 
way. therefore, ne 18 compelled to buy 
in his .ocal market. and with a limited 
suppiv to draw on. his attempts to 
cover his spot commitments results in 
constantly advancing quotations 

An illustration of this phase of the 
interior situation came to light in this 
market the vast week. A spot dealer 
from Utica. Miss. who had sold a hun- 
 @red bales for deliverv in October and 
another hundred in November on a 
much lower Wasis. seeing that the mar- 
ket was going against him, decided to 
cover his commitments in a market, 
where. as it seemed. he could do so 
at the least possible loss. Spots in 
this market being apparently quoted 
under the prices ruling in Utica, he 
came to this market with the inten- 
tion of buying the necessary two hun- 
dred bales. To a cotton friend tn this 
market he explained his mission. and 
was advised to see if it would be prac- 
tieable to fulfill his contracts in this 
market. instead of at Utica. The hold- 
er of the contract informed him that 
while he was perfectly .willing to ac- 
cept delivery at New Qrleans, the cot- 
ton delivered must be Utica cotton or 
its equivalent. To secure cotton with 
a.bodv and staple equivalent to Utica 
cotton. the spot dealer from there 
found that he would have to pay fully 
as much as. if not more than. he would 
in his home town. Consequently the 
cotton was preferably bought in Utica 


Estimates of the Crop. 
Aside from the remarkable spot sit 
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uation that has developed with amaz- 
ing rapidity of late. a pronounced fea. 
ture of the situation as it unfolded 
itself this week was a radical revision 
of crop estimates. It was a downward 
révision. too. the impelling motive in 
this. direction being the census bureau 
ginners’ report. issued at the opening 


of the market next Monday morning. 


a 


The bullish foreeast put forth. by the 
National Ginners’ Association had vre- 
pared the trade here to expect lower 
figutes than were realized. but even 
so .the government report, showing 
5.525.591 bales ginned to October 18, 
was a document of sufficient impor- 
tance to cause all crop estimators and 
students of the cottan situation to put 
on their thinking caps. In the first 
Dilace. these figures compared with 
6.296.000 bales to the corresponding pe- 
riod last vear. and was the first in- 
dication from this statistical source of 
a short crop. Even though these fic- 
ures represented only 50 ver cent of 
the total amount that would be ginned 
out of the present crop, the yield 
would be but 11,050.000 bales. To any- 
one familiar with the conditions, re- 
garding the price and marketing of 
cotton throughout the belt this season 
to October 18 was at least 55 per cent 
of the whole. Figuring on this basts, 
it was readily seen that Frank B. 
Hayne had even undershot the mark. 
‘when. on his return from New York 
lately. he stated that. in his opinion, 
the crop was short 3,000,000 bales of 
last vear. when the crop turned out 
13,800,000. As the full meaning of the 
xovernment document dawned upon 
the trade in this market, crop authort- 
tiles of more or less importance issued 
estimates that tended all the more to 
stiffen bullish sentiment in the market. 
Neill Bros., of London, led the proces- 
cison with an estimate of 11,000,000 
bales. which stirred Liverpool to the 
depths. J. N. Soady, of Shreveport, 
came out with an estimate of 10.750,000 
bales. Larour Neill. of the English 
firm by that name. who has been trav- 
eling through the south studying con- 
ditions. intensified the situation in 
this respect by an estimate of 10,500.- 
000 on his own account. F. M. Cordill. 
another crop expert, whose views com- 
mand respect, brought up the rear end 
of the procegsion with the lowest esti- 
mate of all, his idea of the crop being 
10,300,000 bajes. It is worthy of re- 
mark that Mr. Cordil] places the Geor- 
gia crop at only 1,950,000. 
Georgia Has Best Crop. 

All the aythorities agree. however. 
that Georgia has the best crop this 
year of any southern state, and with 
the wrices that have been prevailing. 
almost a fabulous amount of money 
will go into the pockets of the Georgia 
farmers. Influenced, no doubt. by the 


,. favorable crop conditions in Georgia 


and to a lesser extent in other Atlan- 
tic states. southern mills have thus 
far failed to provide for their con- 
sumptive requirements in the way that 
thev should have done. New England 
mills have also held back, on the the- 
ory that did not work out this season 
that the weight of the movement would 
depress prices to .gatisfactory level. 
The consequence has been that Euro- 
pean mills have thus far secured the 
bulk of the cotton crop, and exports 
have already been on s0 large a scale 
that the query naturally presents it- 
self whether America has not over- 
exported itself? In the Brown-Hayne 
vear. when cotton went to 18 cents a 
pound. ship loads of the staple had 
to be brought back to America from 
Liverpool. and with the abnormal sit- 
uation that has now arisen the same 
thing may happen again this season. 
All in all. the cotton market seems 
to have embarked upon a wild sea of 
bullish speculation that is likely to 
Swamp all weak craft. It is no longer 
15-cent cotton, but 16 and 17-cent cot- 
ton that is being talked about. The 
closing down of mills whose managing 
heads have not had the foresight to 
provide themselves with cotton at a 
lower level is now considered in the 
light of an economical necessity.

But since Tuesday, Wall street has en- 
tirely recovered from its disappoint- 
ment, and is now calling attention to 
the fact that a large proportion of the 
Stee] Corporation’s business for July, 
August and September was done on a 
relatively small percentage of profit, 
because it was accepted at the low 
prices ruling early in the year. At 
thoge lew prices, Wall street now ar- 
gues, the company earned for the quar- 
ter 3.4 per cent on the $508,000,000 
common stock, or atthe rate of 13.6 per 
cent per annum; therefore when the 
selling price of finished products 
reaches the high jJevel of 1906 and 1907, 
the Steel Corporation will be earning 
at the rate of at least 20 per cent on 
its common stock, which would justify 
‘a larger dividend than 4 per cent. 
Dividend Just Declared. “ 

The 1 per cent dividend just declared 
for the September quarter, it is pointed 
out, called for $5,083,000, whereag $10,- 
000,000 surplus earnings were appro- 
priated for improvements and better- 
ments. If that conservative policy ts 
continued, Wall street adds, no one 
can criticise the management for again 
raising its dividend rate. 

In view of the known fact that the 
demand for steel is increasing dally. 
it must be admitted that Wall street 
is justified in predicting a bright fu- 
ture for the Stee] Corporation. But, 
on the other hand, it must also be ad- 
mitted that there has been something 
very unreal about the sensational ad- 
vance in steel. 

Peol ef Insiders. 

In the first place, every well-inform- 
ed person in the financial district 
knows that the advance has been 
brought about by the most flagrant 
manipulation on the part of a big pool 
which is made up of insiders. That 


Wall street is now convinced that steel, | 
the acknowledged stock market leader, | 
will sell at par before anuary 1. Wall . 
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the dividend has been doubled within 
three months, while the earnings are 
still far below those of the boom pe- 
riod prior to the panic, is a matter of 
common knowledge. In 1906 there was 
no thought of increasing the dividend | 
about 2 ver cent, degpite' the fact that 
unfilled orders reached 8,489,000 tons, 
with quarterly net earnings running 
as high as $45,503,000. But since 1906 
a radical change has occurred in the 
personnel of the Steel Corperation 
which throws much light on the pres- 
ent situation, 

In the “rich man’s” nanic of 1903, 
Standard Oil interests succeeded J, 
P. Morgan in the management of the 
Steel Corporation, It was the Stand- 
ard Ojl interests which dictated the 
policy adopted by the Stee: Corporation 
late in 1903, that no more dividends 
were to be paid on the common stock , 
until a surplus of at least $100,000,000 | 
had been accumulated. That fixure 
was reached early in 1906, and divi- 
dends were resumed at the rate of 2 
per cent per annum, but with the 
agreement that no further increase 
would be made until the Gary plant, to 
cost $150.000,000, had been completed. 
That policy was being carried out 
when the panic broke. 

Exactly the Reverse. 

In the panic of 1907 the position of 
the Morgan and Standard Oil parties 
was the exact reverse of what it was 
in 1903. and Morgan again secured ab- 
solute control of the Steel Corporation. 

The Standard Oil Company and prac- 
tically all of the side issues controlléd 
by Standard Oil interests, such as the 
Union and Southern Pacific, St. Paul 
and Amalgamated Copper, are improved 
and extended with surplus earnings 
The Morgan policy, as xgefiected in the 
history of the Steel Corporation prior 
to 1903, when dividends were passed, 
as well as in the history of Southern 
Railway and Erie, is to charge im- 
provements and betterments to capital 
account and pay out surplus earnings 
in dividends. What effect the will- 
known Morgan policy will have on 
Steel remains to be seen. That George 
W. Perkins, a member of the Morgan 
firm, is managing the big steel pool, is 
an open secret, 

New Stock Issues. 
This week the New Haven announced 
that a $50,000,000 stock issue would be 
offered to the holders of old shares at 
$125. Next week the Pennsylvania will 
bring out a new stock'issue of between 
$50,000,000 and $100,000,000, while plans 
have already been perfected for float- 
ing a large New York Central stock is- 
sue in the, near future. Stock will be 
scid by these roads to raise needed 
funds because the bond market is dead.

ize Subsidiary Corporations 
to Conduct a Part of Their | 


Business. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 30.—The right 
of corporations to organize subsidiary 
corporations to conduct a part of their 
business was gustained today by Judge 
Elmer B.. Adams, of the United States 


circuit court of appeals, in deciding 
a suit brought under the Sherman 
anti-trust act. Many of the points 
at issue are identical with those the 
court is now considering in the gov- 
ernment’s suit to dissolve the Standard 
Oil Company. 

The case was brought by Dunn & 
Powell, a brokerage firm of Little 
Rock, Ark., against the Arkansas 
Brokerage Company, which was or- 
ganized by five wholesale grocers of 
Pine Bluff, Ark. The plaintiff con- 
tended that the Arkansas Brokerage 
Company Was a combination in re- 
straint of trade. 

In the trial before District Judge 
Thieber, in Little ‘Rock, the plaintiff 
was awarded $7,500. Judge Adams re- 
verses this judgment and instructs a 
verdict for the defendant. 

Judge Adams’ opinion says: 

“Business becomes unlawful only 
when it is so done as to directly and 
substantially restrain commerce or 
stifle its free flow. ° 

"The Pine Bluff jobbers merely re- 
sorted to a cormmon expedient recog- 
nized by law and sanctioned by prac- 
tice of forming a subsidiary corpora- 
tion tv promote economy in tne man- 
agement of their existing business and 
to extend it into other fields of legiti- 
mate enterprise.”

Was From the 50-Yard Line. 
Hatcher and Lucas Starred 
for Georgia --- Pratt Was the 
Shining Light of Both Teams, 
His Forward Passing Being 
Wonderfully Accurate. 


The Red and White of the Univer- 
sity of Alabama today waves over the 
Red and Black of the University of 
Georgia, her football eleven winning 
their annual meeting on the gridiron 
at Ponce de Leon park yesterday 
afternoon by the score of 14 to 9. 

It was the third meeting of these 
two teams and both previous battles 
hed resulted in tie affairs, so yester- 
day’s victory gives Alabama the edge 
on Georgia for all time. 

It was the “military formation,” 
that freak play from the fertile brain 
of Coach Pollard, that wrought havoc 
with Georgia. This formation was 
used on practically every play in the 
second half to pull off different sig- 
nals, and it worked successfully on 
nearly every occasion. When Georgia 
did. spoll it, the formation looked 
ridiculous, but it was not spoiled 
much. 

Alabama outwelghed 
jodging from the side lines, but the 
difference in weight was not very 
apparent. Neither eleven could gain 
through the other's line, howéver, and 
it was on end runs, forward passes and 
trick formations that the. principal 
gains were made. 

Northcutt and Pratt. engaged in a 
punting duel all throughout the game, 
both teams resorting to the kicking 
game on nearly every third down. 
Northcutt really had the better of the 
duel and to offset Pratt's, he ran the 
punts back better than did the Ala- 
bama man. 

J. Lucas, at center for Georgia, 
Played the best defensive game on the 
field. He dumped every play that was 
started through him with success. 
Hatcher, at end, also played a great 
game and it was his tackling and get- 
ting down the field under purts that 
electrified the crowd on several oc- 
casions. 

But there is one man’s work that 
shone brightest among the twenty-two 
men on the field. This was Captain 
Derrill Pratt, of the University of Ala- 
bama. This man’s work stamps him 
as of all-southern calibre. He ran 
well and hard in a broken field, tackled 
fiercely, plunged into the line like a 
battering ram, and gave his other men 
beautiful interference. 

But it was his kicking that was beau- 
tiful to watch. Although he was out- 
kicked in the punting duel, he atoned 
for this by his wonderful goal from 
placements in the first half. When it 
was.seen that he was going to attempt 
to kick this goal from the 50-yard line. 
the little mound of earth being piled 
up right on the white chalk mark, a 
titter of laughter ran through the 
crowd, but when he sent his trusty 
toe against the leather {t was a differ- 
ent story. 

The ball went true as a die. It seem- 

ed to hesitate just about 15 feet from 
the goal and then gain added momen- 
tum and plunge over the goal posts 
squarely between them for the most 
wonderful goal from placement ever 
seen in Atlanta. 
' Pratt is a wonderful kicker, but as 
a punter there is one man in Dixie 
that is his better, and this ig Molise of 
Scwanee. When Moise has played the 
game as long as Pratt he will be far 
his superior. 

Alabama kicked off to start the game 
and the ball changed hands twice. Af- 
ter an exchange of kicks with the bal! 
on Georgia's (fifty-yard line. Pratt 
booted the oval for the goal from the 
field as related above. For the remain- 
‘Ger of the first half, it was nip and 
tuck with neither side able to pene-— 
trate the line or gain sufficient ground 
to come in reaching distance, althoug?. 
Pratt tried a couple of goals from 
placement. which he failed at. 

In the second half Georgia kicked off. 
Alabama made some good gains, only 
to lose the ball. The same was true 
of Georgia, and the ball went over 
again.

Grant's name was moved up ftom 
third place to first. and the starter 
rushed out on.the track to wave the 
checker’s fiafi, which indicated that the 
driver had finished the race. 

Because of this hitch, Grant's vic- 
tory remained clouded for .-severa] 
hours after the conclusion of the con- 
test. It was not until after a stormy 
meeting at the Garden City hotel be- 
tween Mr. Vanderbilt and the officials 
that Grant was finally confirmed as 
winner.

A short 
course for the boys and the girls and 
a farmers’ course for men who operate 
the farms, the first of fourteen weeks 
and the latter of ten days, are suppie- 
mental to the regular four years’ col- 
lege course of the agricultural college. 
Practically all who take the first two 
go back to the farm and work there. 
Most of those who take the college 
course never get back to the farm, save 
as they gO as Managers and superin- 
tendents. 

Hard by are the dairies, where the 
making of cream and butter and cheese 
is carried on, the students having part 
in the manufacture from the milking 
to the output of the products in mer- 
chantable form.

the average collector turn green with 
envy. Minister and Madame Wu are 
strict vegetarians, and the piece de 
resistance on their table at Thanks- 
giving or other festive occasion is a 
“nut turkey,” so fearfully and won- 
derfully made as to deceive the very 
elect among epicures, until the mo- 
ment for carving arrives. Then, be- 
hold, instead of bones, wires, more 
wires, and tien seme. However much 
he may believe in the no-meat diet, 
Minister Wu does not condemn the 
guests at his table to the same menu, 
but serves them with the most de- 
lectable viands that it is possible for 
him to import from China. These are 
prepared by his own Chinese chef, 
who is one of twenty-five servants 
that make up his retinue. 


The minister from Sweden and Ma- 
dame Lagercrantz are another group of 
official householders who are not con- 
tent to live without examples of their 
characteristic native art.

The Passing of Yuan Shib Kai. 

The ablest official in China has now 
gone into retirement. I refer to Yuan 
Shih Kai, the old protege of Li Hung 
Chang, the strong friend of the for- 


'eigners during the Boxer rebellion and 


the man who done more to further 
Chinese 
now living. Yuan Shih Kai saved the 
life of the great dowager, and during 
her latter days he was her premier 
and confidential adviser. The old lady 
appreciated the fact that he tcok his 
life in his hands when he refused to du 
the behests of the late emperor, whens 
the latter had demanded that Yuan aa- 
vance his modern army to the capital 
and put her in prison. He was at the 
top of the power when she and the 
emperor passed away, and every one 
thought him to be the man for the 
hour. The foreigners were so ccn- 
vinced of this that they objected to 
his dismissal. Nevertheless, Yuan was 
put out of office within a few weeks 
after the death of Kwang Su, and it Its 
claimed that this was because of an 
edict which the latter wrote when in 
his death throes. Another theory is 
that Yuan Shih Kai actually took the 
life of the late emperor when the em- 
press dowager was dying, for fear 
that he would lose his head if Kwang 
Su remained on the throne. As to the 
truth of this no one knows except the 
highest officials and Prince Chu. It 19 
safe to say that a man like Yuan Shih 
Kai, when his-own death was in ques-

The Kind of a Man Yuan Ia. 

I heard a story last night which il- 
lustrates the character of Yuan and 
confirms this opinion. It relates to @ 
rebellion which broke out while he 
was viceroy of Chili, and when the 
foreigners were still holding Tientstin. 
The situation was delicate and Yuan 
wanted to show that he could control 
his own people. His capital was at 
Pao Ting Fu, and the village, which 
had rebelled, was off at the other side 
of his province. He ordered his sol- 
diers to march to that quarter and 
round up the mob, and if they did not 
submit, to wipe them from the face of 
the earth. The villagers refused to put 
down their arms, and the soldiers, as 
per directions, slaughtered them with 
their Gatling guns, killing one thou- 
sand in less than an hour. The day 
after this an American friend of mine, 
who was then associated with Yuan 
Shih Kai, said to him that he thought 
his actions were rather precipitous. 
Yuan replied: 

“Yes, it may seem so, and I suppose 
your people at Tientsin will criticise 
me. But if they do so, you may tell 
them that is the way I do business; 
and that they need have no fear of any 
rebellions going unpunished.” 

The report of this went forth as 
Yuan had intended, and it effectually 
stopped the uprisings among the Chi- 
nese. 

Prince Chun Afraid of Him. 

I imagine that Prince Chun and his 
party got rid of Yuan because they 
feared his power through his many ap- 
pointees of subordinate offcials all 
over the empire. He wags especially 


strong in the army. and the officers 
worshipped him. He is naturally a 
military leader. and is at his best when 
at the head of his troops. He would 
rather talk to a military man any time 
than to a civilian, and it is largely due 
to him that the army is being reor- 
fanized and made over on modern 
lines. I am told that hjs position has 
been such during the past half dozen 
years that he could, if he would, have 
made himself emperor, and that he did 
not was only because he was a patriot 
and had the good o his country at 
heart. 

The Manchus do not like Yuan Shih 
Kai. He has been largely instrumental 
in cutting down the big squeezes they 
have had ever since the present dy- 
nasty came into being. He has been 
gradually wiping out the Manchu Ban- 
nerMen, and taking away their gov- 
ernment pav. He believes that all dis- 
tinctions between Manchus and Chinese 
should be abolished, and it was shortly 
before the death of the great dowager 
that he had her send forth an edict 
permitting the intermarriage of the 
Manchus and €hinese. 


Loat by a Leg. 

As a result of all this, the Manchus 
and the leading officials, including the 
regent, resolved to clip Yuan’s wings 
while they could. They did it adroitly. 
They had the emperor ‘send forth an 
edict commending him for his great 


‘services to China, and saying that the 


government was sorry that he was suf- 
fering from leg disease (rheumatism) 
and could walk only with difficulty. 
“This.” reads the edict. “incapacitates 
him from office, and we desire that he 
should vacate his post and return: to 
his native place for medical treatment

Now Yuan 
has been in the ascendant, and now 
Chang: and again both have run along 
together, working in common. Chang 
was by all odds the most famous (hi- 
nese scholar of his day. He belleved 
in the classics, and looked upon the 
western sciences as an adjunct -there- 
to. Yuan is in favor of modern edu- 
Cation and modern methods. Both 
men advocated China for the Chinese, 
but Yuan would bring in foreign 
teachers and engineers, while Chang 
Chi Tung wanted to educate the Chi- 
nese for such problems abroad and 
employ just as few outsiders as possi 
ble at home. Both men have held the 
highest position as viceroys. Yuan has 
SOverned the capital province from 
Tientsin, and Chang has had under 
him the mighty viceroyalty of Han- 
kow. 

Chang Chi Tung was recently asked 
to take the position of tutor to the 
baby emperor, but he declined the 
honor because of his three score years 
and the want of more time for his 
government papers. He has been the 
chief literary man of the present ad- 
ministration, and the flowery edicts 
which were sent out about the 
funerals and the deaths of the dow- 
ager and the emperor were penned by 
him. 

Chang Chi Tung’s Monkey. 

Notwithstanding his ability and 
scholarship, I am told that old Chang 
Chi Tung was as full of superstition 
as a Chinese coolie. He belleved in 
the transmigration of .souls. and im- 
agined that he came from a monkey. 
The origin of this belief ig from a 
tradition concerning a monkey which 
was Kept in his father’s house up to 
the time of his birth. On the day that 
the stork brought the little Change 
this monkey mysteriously vanished, 
and, according to the theory of the 
spirit doctors of se time, its soul 
must have passed Anto the new-born 
child. That Chang Chi Tung really be- 
lieved this I cannot say, but his 
friends tell me that whenever he was 
accused of foolishness or of imprudent 
action he usually replied: 

“How can I help it? That is the way 
I wag born; it must be the monkey in 
me.” 

Big Chinese Statesman. 

In addition to the men I have men-, 
tioned, there are a qgozen Or more con- 
nected with the government who are 
ambitious to control. One of the 
strongest is Tang Shao Yi, who re- 
cently visited the United States to re- 
turn the Boxer indemnity; another in 
Nataug. the head of the foreign Office, 
and a third is Tieh Ling, who ts at 
the head of the department of war.

Before going into the technicalities 
of the present proposals a few words 
about the position of the liquor trade 
in Iinglamd compared with its post- 
tion in the United States mav be 
filuminating. In England the license 
to sell liquor at retail, as held by the 
“public houses” or saloons, is regard- 
ed as property which may be bought 
and sold with the house. It is really 
as much real estate as the house 
itself. and the theory of the law is 
tha@ the house, and not the seller, ts 
licensed for the sale of intoxicants. 
There are two classes of licenses in 
FEingiand—the beer license, which en- 
titles the holder to sell beer and light 
wines only, and the “full lcense,” 
whichepntities him to sell spirits as 
wel ut they both possess the fea- 
ture . being property. A license can- 
not .e taken away without compen- 
sation to the hojder, and under the 
present law the licensing justices have 
the power to reduce gradually the 
number of licenses in a district where 
they consider the number to be ex- 
cessive, the compensation fund being 
provided by a levy on the licenses that 
remain. 

Monopoly Value. 

This feature of the license is known 
as the “monopoly value.” and the 
jicensing bill of last year provided 
for the extinction without compensa- 
after a term of 
years. That is to say that at the end 
of a period of years—fourteen was the 
mumber provided for in last year's 
bill—the justices shoulti have the 
power to wipe out any license without 
compensation to the holder. Last 
year’s bill also provided for an in- 
creased scale of license duties. 

When the bill was thrown out the 
liberals threatened to attain the same 
end—-the reduction in the number of 
licenses, and the increase of the reve- 
hnue-——by means of taxation, and this 
ts what the licensing features of the 
Rew budget propose to do.

But his real business wag 
conducted in the room behind a 
partition and it had earned for him 
the sobriquet of ‘The Rockefeller of 

ope.’ By purveying cocaine to the 
inhabitants of the thickly populated 
region, he had gained thousands of 
worse than tainted dollars. 

“So one night the signal on the se- 
ecret electric bell at Hing’s door was 
given as usual, by a chronic dope- 
fiend, but behind him stood two de- 
tectives, and watching the rear was a 
patrol-wagon load of policmen. The 
place was carried with a quick rush 
as soon as the door was opened: for 
the ‘stool pigeon’ of the police. and 
Hing, with a loathly tribe of ‘dopes’ 
who had assembled for a happy co- 
caine party, were hauled away. 

“Out of that den the police carried 
two of Hine’s laundry sacks filled with 
various kinds of ‘dope,’ the innocent- 
looking bottle of cocaine being in the 
majority. A moving van was needed, 
however, to carry away all of the other 
evidence of the infernal traffic that 
Hing had been carrying on for many 
months. The place was literally clut- 
tered with small household objects, 
clocks, vases, bric-a-brac, rugs, pieces 
of furniture and jewelry that had been 
brought there in exchange for a ration 
of cocaine, too recently for Hing to

“Tears came to the woman's eyes 
as she looked at the trinket, and for 
a few minutes she was unable to an- 
swer. Then, sobbingly, she said: 

“That was the tast_ thing. I 
waited until I couldn’t stand the de- 
sire any longer, and then gave it to 
Hing for cocaine. It was my baby’s.’ 

“She was broken-heatred, yes—but 
when she left the witness stand, she 
attempted to steal one of the bottles 
of cocaine placed upon the judge’s 
desk as exhibits. To round out her 
history, it may be added that the 
breaking up of Hing’s drug trust did 
not cure her of ther vice; that her hus- 
band finally deserted her, her baby 
was taken away by the juvenile court 
and placed in an institution where it 
would get good treatment; and that 
she herself disappeared, swallowed up 
in the Nowhere of cocaine. 

“Another glimpse of the nightmare 
was seen recently in the municipal 
courts of Chicago. Before the judge, 
charged with disorderly conduct, ap- 
peared a man half stupefied with 
drugs. He was dressed in the filthy 
rags of a battered tramp, yet in his 
possession were two diamonds, a gold 
watch, and a deposit from the Frank- 
lin Bank of New York, showing a 
balance of $1,500. With the cocaine- 
fiend’s insouciance, he stated that he 
had been wealthy and had spent most{ 
of his money in ten years’ addiction to 
the drug. 

“‘T’m on my way from New York to 
Denver,’ he said merrily, ‘and if I 
ever get there I expect to go up into 
the mountains, where there isn't any 
cocaine. I was full of good intentions 
when I left New York; but now I'm 
full of coke. Let me read you all about 
it, Judge..

This debauch 
was followed by a sleep of 36 hours 
or more. The ‘medicine’ to which he 
refers was doubtless some patent 
drug-cure, all of which contain dis- 
guised morphine as a counter-stimu-

caine crystals. ‘All fixed for a seal,’ 
means that he had arranged to pur- 
chase one of the sealed bottles, contain- 
ing half an ounce of pure cocaine hy- 
drochliorate. which are as much of a 
luxury to the ‘coke’ fiend as an au- 
tomobile is to the norma! man.

MARRIAGE LAWS ATTACKED | 
FOR SCANDALOUS LAXITY 


Chicago, October 3$0.—(Special.)— 
Loose marriage laws current fn every 
State in the union, with their havoc 
and wedded-while-you- 
wait matches, receive a bitter scathing 
from James Martin Miller, late in the 
American consular service in Europe, 
in The Woman's World for November. 
He makes a biting contrast of the 
careful inquiries and strict registra- 
tion of birth ang antecedents imposed 
on all matrimonial candidates by ante- 


nuptial laws of foreign countries, with 


the wide-open state in the United 
States. 

“No country in the world except the 
United States and a few primitive 
countries like some of those of Dark- 
est Africa,” challenges Mr. Miller. 
“fails to provide the essential legal 
Safeguards as regards the entrance 
upon the marriage state that is due 
society and in keeping with the high 
civilization such as we have in most 
respects. 

“There is a much-talked-of demand 
in this country for ‘uniform’ divorce 
laws. When uniform and common 
sense marriage laws are enacted, the 
vexed divorce problem will be half 
solved. Besides such dastardly crimes 
as bigamy would be next to impossi- 
ble. There are hundreds of cases of 
bigamy in this country every year. 
The most of them gO .unpunishedg to 
Save families from scandal. Under 
existing conditions, a man may have 
a family in Tennessee, come to I1linoi 
or New York. marry unde hi ‘ 
name, live a lie for ? S wie ce 

years with an in- 
nocent and helpless woman, to the 
ultimate disgrace of herself and her 
family, and, very likely, of the two 
sets of children by the polyeamous 
father. Such a black crime is prac- 
tically impossible in France or Ger- 
many. 

“The thoughtful 
and mother having young sons and 
daughters have every reason to be 
anxious, because of the lack of proper 
marriage laws in this country. 

“There are about 19,000,000 pupils 
enrolled in the public and private 
Schools of the United States. Any one 
of these, when budding into manhood 
Or womanhood, may run away from 
home ang school any dav and be mar- 
ried. I[t is very easy for young péo- 
ple, when determined on an adven- 
ture of this kind, to sign an affidavit 
that they have reached the required 
age. The ‘famous marrying parson’ to 
the ‘Squire friend of Cupid,’ that the 
newspapers tell us about, are in the 
marrying business. It ig simply a 
matter of commerce with them. They 
are conscienceless, and w.nk at the 
pranks Cupid plays with the very 
crude marriage laws in all of the 
States, and with decency. In some 
states, licenses are not required. These 
do a thriving matrimonial business, 
many of the alliances being secret. 

“In the United States, any couple 
may, in a capricioug moment, fall in 
love ‘at first sight,’ get the license 
and be married, all within an hour. 
Every reader knws what ts sald of the 
‘old fool.” This species is a frequent 
victim of the hasty marriage indis- 
cretion. Soclety needs protection from 
the ‘old fool,’ and he needs protection 
from himself. The fond mother whose 
15-year-old daughter is in the public 
school never knows when the ‘apple 
of her eye’ may elope and break her 
heart. Any girl can do so any day, 
so far as the loose laws on marriage 
are concerned. Such an episode means

ruin for the girl, generally, hue net 
for the boy. There is no equality of 
the sexes in such matters. and never 
will be. The boy is expected, 0 ‘every- 
body’ says and thinks, to’ s0OW some 
Wild oats.’ All his boyhood friends 
treat the incident s a great joke after 
he becomes a ‘prominent man of af- 
fairs. But what about the poor girl 
whose parents, perhaps, had the mare 
riage annulled? It is looked upon in 
her after life as being anything but 
a joke. Nothing !s ever said about 
it by her friends, but fy is not for- 
gotten—no, never. ‘Equal rights,’ or 
rather equal consideration, for the 
sexes in these matters ought to ob- 
tain, but they do not, and never will 
No kind of legislation nor human rem- 
edy can change this any more than 
eee can change an eternal law 

“Secret marriage is of frequent oa- 
currence in our country Such mar- 
riage would be impossible in Ger- 
many, France or England. Many peo- 
Ple in the United States, who are ola 
enough to know better. prefer from 
caprice, or even a less worthy reason 
a secret marriage to a decent and 
civilized one, out in the open, and 
known to all the world. The 
most sensational Stories of these 
every-day performances in Americas 
life, but impossible in any leading 
European country, are printed In the 
press throughout the world to hold up 
to contempt and scorn as the freak 
nation of the earth. More than any- 
thing else, probably, this sort of thing 
indicates that the social conditiong in 
this country are not yet stable. 

“It is fortunate that the people fn 
the European countries do not have 
the same idea of ‘independence’ and 
‘freedom’ that the masses of our peo- 
Ple have. When a chil@ grows up to 
be married, it is necessary to bring a 
certified copy of the record of birth 
to the official who issues the Mcenses. 
This is required of both the parties 
to the marriage contract, as I have 
Stated. Without this, no license will 
be granted. Moreover, this license does 
not authorize the m@rriage until 
fourteen days have elapsed after the 
date of issue. This issuance fs adver- 
tised in the official organ and notice 
posted up on the bulletin at the city 
Or town hall for two full weeks. At 
the end of this period the state per- 
forms the ceremony free of charge. 
This is the legal marriage. No priest 
Or minister, or any other person ex- 
cept the government official for the 
purpose, is authorized to perform such 
ceremonies. After the legal marrtage, 
as many religioug ceremonies may be 
performed as the contracting parties 
desire. 

“Widows in France cannot marry the 
Second time before ten months have 
elapsed after the death of the hus- 
band. In the Uniteq States, a widow 
may marry immediately after the 
death of her husband, 80 far ag afiy 
legal] impediment is concerned. There 
is no such obstacle in the way ag 
widowers in France, however. The 
possibility of the posthumous delivery 
of a child by the widow and the effect 
it might have in the laws of inherit- 
ance is the reason for what might 
seem an inequality in favor of men.”

Club women are 
among the most active and resource- 
ful of the members of the different 
religious denominations, but feel that 
club life offers a wider field for ac- 
tivities and an opportunity for com- 
bined .effort which is not possible 
while they are scattered in different 
church societies. Thus it comes that 
every line of effort in civic improve- 
ment, social service, sanitation— 
everything that tends toward the un- 
lift of humanity—is included in the 
scheme of work outlined by the _Na- 
tional Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
and all of the various local organiza- 
tions included in the federations are 
doing active service with the most 
satisfying results. 
The Modern Religion Not a Recluse. 
The church allowg its members 
spare time from the contemplation of 
the golden streets of the New Jeru- 
salem for the study of the condition 
of the streets in their own city. As 
the distinguished Scotch minister, the 
Rev. John Caird, said in a sermon de- 
livered before Queen Victoria, and 
published at her request, “Religion 
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WOMAN’S CLUB 
cSSARILY ANTAGONISTIC 


consists not so much in doing spiritual 
or sacred acts as in doing insecular 
acts With a sacred or religious mo- 
tive.”’ 

It has for years been the dream of 
the federation that all church societies 
doing humanitarian work shall join 
the federation, thus lining up with 
the club women and joining forces. 
Already, in Atlanta, the West End 
Methodist Church Society as a body 
has joined the City Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs, paving the way for 
others to follow. When consulted in 
regard to the propriety of this, Bishop 
Candler replied: “Why, certainly: the 
club women are atready church wom- 
en, and all are working along the 
same lineswI See no reason whatever 
why they should not join forces.” 

Fully twelve years ago, when the 
Georgia federation was first planned, 
some of the members of the Roman 
Catholic church of Rome, Ga., asked 
the late Father Clifford if he had any 
objection to their joining. “Is the 
intent of the organizatiOn good?” he 
asked. When told that it was, he 
answered them: “Then go ahead and 
do the best you can.” 

The Council of Jewish Women also 
belongs to the Atlanta city federa- 
tion, and Rabbi Marx has always been 
very helpful and sympathetic in his

attitude toward club work. I think it 
can be truly said that the activities of 
the club are warmly approved by all 
progressive leaders of religious 
thought, and that club work and 
church workers are not antagonistic. 

We should be inspired by the 
thought that we are engaged in a 
giorious work, helping in the uplift 
ang advance of humanity. and that we 
are in the broadest sense inheritors of 
all thev’faithful have struggled for 
from the time of Abraham, the father 
of the faithful, to whom wag given the 
promise that in him and his seed al!

FIGHT MADE TO DESTROY 
POOR LAWS OF ENGLAND 


London, October 30.—To break up 
the poor laws of England is a propo- 
Sitior which to the uninitiated seems 
-madly  inconoclastic. One usually 
finds, however, that a law aiming at 
the reformation of individuals which 
disregards the personal equation 
&rows perennially more defective. Thus) 
the poor law administration has ceased 
to provide permanent relief because 
Of its original lack of differentiation 
between the various classes of poor 
people. More than 10$, 000,00 are spent 
annually for the reef of the poor in 
the wrong way, and at}the wrong time. 

Mrs. Sidney Webb, Iwho is the sec- 
relary of the natiomal committee t

| has studied the existing conditions 
| from the inside out. It was not many 
| years ago that she worked as a seam- 
Stress in a sweat shop in order 
| noune intimate with this great prob- 
; lem. 

I called upon her a couple of days 
ago at her office in Clement's inn, and 
she said that the necessity for abol- 
ishing the poor law lies in the fact 
that it aims merely to oure, and not 
to prevent destitution. 

‘‘One of the main roads,’ she 
“which leads to the morass of 
struction is neglected infancy and 
childhood. Another road is prevent- 
able sickness; another unemployment. 
Instead of waiting, as we do now until 
people get into the morass we should 
start at the beginning of these roads 
which lead to destruction. 

Mrs. Webb then proceeded to show 
just how the poor law fails. 

With reference to destitute infants, 
we learn that “in all the small work- 
houses and in many of the large ones, 
the infants are wholly attended by, 
and are actually in charge of aged 
and often mentally defective paupers.”’ 
One case is mentioned of such a pauper 
attendant being told to wash a baby. 
She did so tin boiling water and the 
child died. Though infants are con- 
stantly being admitted, the workhouse 
nurseries have no probation wards or 
quarantine arrangements for newcom- 
ers; epidemics of measles and whoop- 
ing cough are frequent, with deadby 
results. In some workhouses 
babies never go out into the open 
air. The poor law here, as elsewhere, 
creates its own future paupers. 

“There are still about 20,000 chil- 
dren living in the workhouses,’ said 
Mrs. Webb. “Tite children of vagrants 
are the particular despair of the au- 
thorities. With them the poor law 
system fails altogether just because it 
is a poor law, and therefore limited to 
dealing only with the destitute and 
only during the period at which they 
are destitute. The child has to be gent 
out whenever the father demands his 
discharge. At the .workhouse in Ken- 
sington one child ‘has been admitted 
thirty-nine times in eleven years. ; 

“They come and go like buckets .on 
a dredging machine, turning’ their 
moral filth upon the other children of 
whom the poor law schoo! is a perma- 


sa fd,

nent home. 
“The fundamenta! failpre of the 
poor law with regard to the sick lies 
in its very nature. Until the man 
stricken with disease hae become s0 
ill as to be unable to go to work he 
is not destitute. But when the disease 
has gone so far ag that it is usually 
too late to cure !t or at least to pre- 
vent it from working permanent in- 
jury. One-third of all the deaths from 
tuberculosis take place in poor law in- 
stitutes. Yet no poor law doctor ever 
sees a consumptive case in the stage
